LIBERTY LOAN FIGURES 


An enviable record in over- 
subscribing four Liberty Loans 
faces the Twelfth Federal Re- 
serve district as the local com- 
mittees of the seven states and 
two territories the district 
make their plang to eclipse dur- 
ing the Victory drive the marks 
whieh were established under the 
stress of actual fighting on the 
western front. 

Upon each previous call by the 
government the Twelfth District 
has gone over its quota. In the 
first Liberty Loan of 1917 just 
afteth the country entered the 
war the quota of this district was 
$143,644,950. At the end of the 
campaign the district had sub- 
scribed $175,623,900 more than 
$30,000,000 in excess of what had 
been asked, or an _ oversubscrip- 
tion of 22.24 per cent. 

The quota set for the Twelfth 
District at the beginning of the 
second loan in the fall of 1917 
was $210,000,000, and again the 
district patriotically gave the 
government more than was asked 
by buying $293,160,500, the total 
of excess subscriptions amounting 
to $40,000,000, or an oversub- 
scription of almost forty per 
cent, the best record made for 
any of the four previous drives. 

When the government called 
for the third loan carly in 1918 
the quota assigned to the Twelfth 
District was the same as in the 
second drive, and for a third time 
the district did more than its al- 
luted share by taking $287,975,- 
000, an oversubseription of 37.13 
per cent. The territory of Al- 
aska carried off the banner for 
the best showing, making a sub- 
scription of 252 per cent of the 
quota given her. Arizona came 
next with a subscription amount- 
ing to 213 per cent of her quota, 
and Nevada followed with a to- 
tal of 186 per cent of her quota. 

The fourth loan last Septem- 
ber more than doubled the 
amount of any of the previous 
loans, and gave this district a 
quota of $402,000,000. The dis- 
trict raised > $462,250,000, or an 
oversubseription of 14 per cent. 
Alaska again captured first place 
for oversubseribing its quota, 
taking 232 per cent of the amount 
asked. 

During the four loans 4,550,- 
302 people have subscribed for 
bonds, each loan finding an in- 
creased number of supporters. 
There were 400,000 subscribers 
to the first loan, 624,654 to the 
second loan, 1,402,585 to the third 
loan, and 2,123,063 to the fourth 
loan. The population of the 
seven states and two territories, 
Washington, Oregon, California, 
Utah, Nevada, Idaho, Arizona, 
Alaska and Hawaii ig 5,338,750, 
The percentage of the population 
of the district was 32.89 for the 
first loan, 54.91 for the second, 
53.93 for the third and 84.71 for 
the fourth loan. .
